OTTAWA, Oct. 23, — The De- 
partment of Finance endorsed a 
proposal for the use of veterans’ 
re-establishment credits for the 
purchase of government annuit- 
ies, before the veterans’ affairs 
committee, Monday. 

In a statement presented to the 
committee, H. J. Armstrong, repre- 
sentative of the department of fin 
ance, said that it was understood 
from the Dominion government an- 
nuities branch that it may be prac- 
tical to include a special endorse- 
ment in contracts with veterans that 
the annuity may not commence un- 
til a specified age. This clause 
would be included only if the vet- 
eran purchased an anuity with his 
re-establishment credits 


PROPOSAL DELETED 
A proposal that these credits be

used for the purchase of annuities, | 


which was included in the re-estab- 
lishment credit regulations, sub- 
mitted to council by the department 
of veterans’ affairs, was deleted in 
January, 1945, 

“It was not clear that use of the 
credits for this purpose did not 
present an opportunity for ready 
conversion of the credit into cash,” 
Mr. Armstrong said.

“On the other hand, the credit 
is designed to fill out the program 
of controlled expenditure direct- 
ed specifically to purposes calcu- 
lated to put the veteran on the 
way to a sound and established 
position in civilian life,” he said.

Why Waste Time? 


It seems to be a reasonable proposition 
that in Edmonton—and in every other 
badly congested center—there should be 
some official holding power to issue prior- 
ities for what building supplies May be 
available. An arrangement of the kind is 
particularly desirable now that winter is 
approaching and hundreds of houses are 
under construction, many of them far 
enough along that it should be possible to 
complete them in a matter of weeks. 

tawa is a long way from Edmonton, 
and delay is unavoidable when applications 
for lumber or fittings have to be made to 
the officials there. Nor is it possible that 
the officials shouid have as clear an under- 
Standing of the situation as some one on 
the ground would have. It may be assumed, 
too, that they are not as keenly impressed 
by the urgency of speedy action. 

With winter threatening to close down, 
almost any way of saving time, cutting red 
tape, and getting as many houses ready for 
occupancy in the shortest time possible, 
would be commendable. A priorities man 
right on the scene, with power to allocate 
supplies, could do all these things.

Reorganizing for Peace 


Victory is not complete when the 
enemy has been beaten and the objective 
gained, The consolidating has still to be 
done—and reorganizing for future oper- 
ations. The Allies are now consolidating 
their battle successes, in Germany and 
Japan, But it is on the home fronts they 
have to do the reorganizing for peacetime. 

That is why the Government of Canada 
is asking the public for a loan of at least 
$1,500 millions, but hopes the subscrip- 
tions will mount up to $2,000 millions. It is 
the reason why—with the fighting ended 
when the year was a third gone—the na- 
tional budget runs to $4,650 millions. Get- 
ting back to peace is a costly business. 

Why it is costly most people under- 
stand, The men and women in our armed 
forces have to be brought home, re-estab- 
lished in civilian occupations, and given a 
fair chance for success and satisfactory 
living. Munitions supplied since the last 
loan have to be settled for. War plants, 
camps and establishments of many kinds 
have to be closed out, a process which 
takes time while the expense runs on. Hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars have to be ad- 
vanced in credits to countries which can- 
not pay cash, but to which Canada will 
want to sell goods when they get on their 
feet again. 

These reorganization costs are not only 
inevitable, in the main. It is also in the in- 
terest of every person in Canada that the 
readjustment be carried through as quick- 
ly and as smoothly as possible, and that 
when it is completed the nation will be in 
position to enjoy a better distributed and 
better sustained prosperity than it has 
ever known. 

Buying a Ninth Victory Loan bond is 
therefore something more than making a 
personal investment, 't is supplying work- 
ing capital to finance the closing out of the 
war effort and the preparation for a peace- 
ful and prosperous future. Until these 
things have been done victory will not be 
complete.

The Packing Plants 

It is necessary to Canada’s food supply 
that the meat processing plants operate 
without interruption. At present that is 
also necessary because the Government 
has undertaken to supply enormous quan- 
ties of meat to Britain and to countries 
in continental Europe—which undertak- 
ings must be kept if Canada is te stand 
well in those markets in future. Becauss 
of this, and with strikes threat: ning which 
would tie up all the major packing plants 
in the country, the Government has taken 
control of the plants. 

But that does not settle the root cause 
of the threatened tie up. It does not even 


make certain that the strikes will not 
occur, nor that they will be delayed for 
any considerable time. There was once a 


strike on Edmonton's city-owned street 
railway system, and it paralyzed that 
System just as effectively as though it 
had been a company-owned concern. Heavy 
penalties have been announced for em- 
ployees of the packing plants who do not 
Stay on the job. But the men are stil] de- 
manding the pay increase, with a strike as 
the alternative. 

Arbitration and conciliation are th. 
methods by which such disagreements can 
be settled. No other methods have been 
found to be really and permanently effe: 
tive. Because the packing industry is so 
important to Canadians at home and to 
their future interests abroad, it is particu- 
larly desirable that a peaceful settlement 
of this dispute should be reached. 

Both management and labor would be 
well advised to remember the right of the 
consumer to 4 continuous supply of meat 
And to remember also that the packing 
industry and the producers of meat an- 
mals stand to suffer if consumers in Bri- 
tain and on the continent are taught that 
Canada cannot be depended upon to keep 
regular supplies moving tu those highly 
important long-time markets. 
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A Call for Stability 


The Communists won more seats than 
any other party in the French national 
assembly, and made the largest gain, But 
General de Gaulle's Popular Republicans 
won almost as many, the Socialists are 
not far behind, and the Rightist group of 
parties held something less than 100. The 
Communists therefore muster scarcely 
more than a third of the members, and 
the Government is not in danger. 

In the ratio of about 25 to one the 
voters approved the framing of a new con- 
stitution, and in a smaller but decisive 
proportion said the Government is to hold 
office until this is done. 

The outcome seems to reflect a wide 
popular desire for more stability than used 
to characterize French politics in pre-war 
days. While the avo rightists suffered 
heavily, the moderates were returned with 
a strength that ensures no upsets for the 
time, and the emphatic call for a new con- | 
stitution indicates general dissatisfaction 
with the system under which governments 
used to change with the moon, sometimes | 
oftener. }

On 
the surface it would seem obvivu: 
that the coalition, with 31 seats ou: 
of 48 in the last legislature, ax 
against the CCF's 16, and in view 
of the last federal vote here, woul: 
win handily and even gain seat: 
But there is an uneasy feeling j 
the government ranks that the pub 
lic’s apparent indifference to the 
lelection may cover a quiet ground- 
swell of opposition. The govern- 
ment’s fear is that its friends wii! 
assume victory (oo easily and fail 
to organize and get out the vote 
| The CCF never fails there. 
For the first time, however, the 
| OCF now faces a joint Liberal and 
Conservative vote and cannot hope 
to win by the old split between the 
lenemies of socialism. Its own vote 
| will be split by 25 Labor Progres- 
sive candidates who obviously are 
| being nominated where they can do 
the CCF most harm and withou! 
hope of winning seats for the Com- 
| munists. ; 
| The government is now experi- 
encing for the first time the prac- 
tical difficulties of distributing seats 
between two parties in its ranks 
|The tacit understanding is that all 
sitting members, Liberals and Con- 
| servatives, shall be renominated if 
the local supporters agree, which 
means that the Conservatives, who 
held only 12 seats in the last legis- 
lature, to the Liberals’ 19, will nom- 
inate in most of present CCF rid- 
ings. Such plans have gone awry 
lalready in three ridings where tho 
local coalitionists have rejected two 
| sitting candidates, one a Conserva- 
tive and the other a Liberal, and 
have insisted on nominating a Con- 
|servative in a riding, Revelstoke, 
which the Liberals considered his- 
torically their own. 

These upsets in the party man-

| Stories for the last 20 years, such as 
a method of prosecuting people to 
admit a guilt whether a person is 
guilty or not; or the story that circu- 
lated in 1932 that hunger was so 
severe in ‘ie USSR that people 
killed children and ate them 

One story beats them ail, but I 
actually heard it myself; that while 


a little girl was tending geese, a 
number of hungry people came 


along and ate her up. I’m still won- 
dering why they didn't eat the geese 
instead of the girl. Those Russians 
must really be monsters of a high 
degree to prefer human flesh to 
that of a goose 

As to the writer's statement tha‘ 
the USSR is forcing Communism on 
Europe there is but one *explana- 
tion. The people in Continental Eur- 
ope, within a period of 25 years 
have experienced all forms of gov- 
ernment, such as monarchy, capital- 
istic, democracy, and fascism, and 
although the system changed the 
economic situation was going from 
bad to worse. 

It is a known fact that where a 
large number of people live in mis- 
ery and have no economie Security, 
force is not necessary to create 
Communism.

On my desk lay a message from 
MacArthur, in Australia: 

“When the supply situation becomes impossible (Mac- 
Arthur's message read), there must be no thought of sur- 
render. You must attack.”

“General, you go back and tell General King that he will 
not surrender. Tell him he will attack. Those are my orders.”

know, of course, what the situa- 
tion is over there.

I have done all that could have 
been done to hold Bataan, but 
starving men without air and with 
inadequate artillery can not endure 
the terrific aerial and artillery 
bombardment to which my troops 
were subjected, The Japanese have 
emplaced heavy artillery on south 
shore of Bataan and now keep Cor- 
regidor under canstant artillery 
fire as well as air bombing 

“This morning we have been 
informed that enemy is now land- 
ing in considerable force on Cebu, | 
Due to communication difficul- 
ties | have no further information 
on the progress of this landing. 
Obviously if the enemy takes 
Cebu it will be impracticable to 
ship the supplies which have been 
assembied there. An unusually 
large number of hostile warships 
and transports have been op- 
erating in waters close to south- 
ern islands during the past 48 
hours. The enemy next will direct 
his attention to other islands of 
the Visayan group. 

“Communication with Bataan 
troops is cut so I have no know- 
ledge of terms arranged by General |

Sacro-ilias injuries are capable 
of causing much soreness in the 
region of the lower back, In severe 
}injuries the pain is so extreme the 
| patient is helpless in bed and may 
be laid up anywhere from several 
days to several weeks. Milder in- 
juries may allow the patient to/| 
remain on his feet, but he will 
complain that the movements of 
sitting, rising from a chair, or get- 
ting out of bed, cause pain 

Those who are familiar with the 
anatomy will recall that the sacrum 
is a bone of triangular shape which 
}forms the base of the spine. On 
jeither side it is joined to a bone 
{called the ilium, and these two 
joints where the sacrum meets the 
‘ilia are called the sacro-iliac joints. 

One of these joints is sometimes 
injured during a fall, during heavy 
lifting, or when stooping over be- 
cause of the joint being twisted in 
just the right way to cause a slip- 
ping movement. This js called a 
sacro-iliac slip or displacement 
When the patient describes it, he 
says “the sacro-iliac comes out.” 

In some cases, no actual slip 
occurs but the part sustains an 
injury called a sprain. In those 
patients having a tendency to rheu- 
matism or arthritis, the injury 
around the sacro-iliac may cause 
rheumatic toxins to be deposited 
with a resulting soreness, 

Patients having once experienced 
a sacro-iliac injury commonly re- 
port that the affected joint con- 
tinues to be tender even after they 
are supposedly recovered. They 
also report that the pain is likely 
te become worse in cold weather 
and on cold winter mornings they 
may awaken with so much discom- 
fort in the lower back that they 
find it hard to get out of bed. . 
| Apparently in these cases the in- 
'jured joint remains in a weakened 
condition and there is a strong 
possibility that stumbling or falling 
will bring on a return of the trouble 
Such patients therefore learn to be 
careful as they walk in an effort 
to avoid falling 

The first work done in correcting 
true sacro-iliac slips was done by 
the Osteopaths, who worked out a 
manipulative treatment which is 
often successful in returning to

As a general 
rule, it is advantageous to secure a 
manipulative treatment of this kind 


as s00n as possible after the injury | 


takes place. After the treatment it 
may be a good plan to strap up 
the area with adhesive tape.

Western Union Telegraph Com 
pany yesterday announced plans for 
a $62,000,000 radio system 
Which will link the major cities of 
the United States within the next 
seven years and eliminate 
sands of miles of poles 

Super-high frequency radio beams 
Will take the place of present tele- 
xraph wires and it will be possible 
to transmit as many as 1,080 mes- 
Sages simultaneously over one 
beam—many more than by wire, it 
was stated, 

Towers spaced at intervals of 
about 30 miles will pick up the 
radio beams between cities and 
relay them onward. These will 
be located at high points—hills 
or mountains—for the most part.
